Government Resolution 


The Maharashtra State Agricultural Marketing Board, Pune is working to increase the 
export of various fruits and vegetables produced in the state, including guidance for 
production of exportable goods to farmers, post-harvest technology, erection of international 
standard facilities required for export for farmers, exporters etc. according to the demand of 
international market. MSAMB works for the backward and forward linkages of the growers,

FRUIT LOGISTICA 2024 is scheduled to take place in Berlin, Germany, from 7th to 
9th February 2024. FRUIT LOGISTICA is the world's one of the most important trade fair 
for the fresh produce industry, providing direct access to the global market. The fair 
encompasses the entire spectrum of the value chain, from seed and fruit development to 


packaging and automation. 


Given the focus of the MSAMB on horticulture value chain development, the 
delegation plans to visit FRUIT LOGISTICA in Berlin, Germany, from 7th to 9th February 
2024. As Maharashtra is one of the leading flower-exporting states in India, the delegation 
will also visit the Royal Flora Holland Flower Auction Centre in the Netherlands from 10th 
to 12th February 2024. Additionally, they will have meeting with importers of fresh fruits and 
vegetables from Switzerland from 12th to 15th February 2024, including travel dates. 


The delegation, led by the Hon. Minister, Marketing, aims to identify global importers 
to boost the export of horticulture crops from the state. This visit aims to explore new 


technologies, processing machinery, packaging solutions, and automation for horticulture 
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crops to strengthen the value chains being developed for horticulture crops in Maharashtra. 
Considering these potential benefits, the Government of Maharashtra, through 

MSAMB, has planned a study visit for Hon. Minister, Marketing and the officials mentioned 

below to Berlin, Germany; Amsterdam, the Netherlands; and Zurich, Switzerland, from 6th to
